[Concluded from yesterday.] 


There is great courtesy in tbe reception 


of a visitor. Ihe hospitalities of their 
ditch ate at ouce extended. If corn is 
prevalent at the moment, as it usually is at 
bll raoineuts, that, too, is profl'ered. 
The 


peculiarities of tht position, and particular- 
ly the tremendous battery of cobs which 
bristles at the breastworks, are gravely ex- 
plained. 
They are witty fellows, these 


Michigan men, and they relate the doings 
of the day with great vivacity. 
How they 


were first assailed ut daybreak (our people 
never begin an attack), and how tbey an- 
swered hotly, driving the scouts back ; how 
they discovered the irritation they were able 
to confer upon their opponents by mocking 
gesticulation, and how one rebel became 
quite wild and uncontrollable about noon 
at sight of the comic dinner, forgolliiig 
himself to such i\ degree as to hurl profane 
execrations, 'together with his rille-sliot, 
across the valley; how Michigan laughed 
and sent bullets so thick about his ears that 
he dropped his weapon in his haste to get 
away. 


For half nn hour, they say, affairs have 


now been rather quiet; but " something'' is 
expected soon. 
Soon, indeed. 
"Down!" 


is the word again, and this time not one, 
but half a score of bullets rush by and 
overhead. " That's the prima donna," one 
says. 
It seems they have learned to accu- 


rately distinguish the sound of one kind ol' 
ba'l from another. 
A rifle is a much more 


cheerful weapon than a mere musket. It 
sings. 
The musket only grumbles and 


buzzes. 
Ono rille sings so shrilly and 


sharply that they call it the primina donna. 
"Pryiucr dormer," is their way of pulling 
it. 
But to the warm salute they make no 


immediate response. 
Presently another of 


the same description comes, and now they 
think it needs attention. The weapons are 
carefully sighted, resting on the breast- 
works, the men kneeling. One after anoth- 
er thev pop off in the direction of the near- 
est rebel hut. There is no sound thence 
for five or ten minutes; but with a glass 
we soon after see three rncn moving slowly 
up the hill, one feebly and droopingly, sup- 
ported by the two others. 


A messenger, with corn, comes stealthily 


around, and is hailed with tumult, " Uow 
is it. Jimmy?'' he asks of one who has at- 
tacked a plump and compact ear. 
James 


pauses, lays it upon the cleanest part of tin; 
brea.stwork, and turns to answer. 
A .shot, 


one of three or four simultaneously dis- 
charged, knocks his provender whizxing 
away. 
James jumps to his feet, sends one 


well-directed return shot, re loads, grasps a 
fresh ear of corn, and, after having then 
tested it, murmurs, while grinning so as to 
entirely interrupt mastication, these senten- 
tious words : 


"Too, hot!'' 
The rebels formerly made the mistake of 


venturing outside their Hue at intervals, 
with the intention of getting near shots.— 
They have recently abandoned this and 
kindred errors. 
Their 
regular distance, 


however, is not great—between 300 and 
400 yards — good range for riHes, but too 
long fur smooth muskets. Too few of 1 lie 
Michigan men have ritles.. Their muskets, 
with heavy cartridges of ball aud buckshot 
mixed, are excellent for firing nt bodies ol 
men within short distance, but not effective 
for sharp-shooting. 
The best marksman in 


the world could do nothing with them at 
BOO yards. 
The possessors of ritles are, 


therefore, men of distinction, and are fre- 
quenlly subject to ambition. 
They do not 


always eouline themselves to their immedi- 
ate antagonists, but often try a higher flight, 
marking out officers on the top of the hill. 
Since they are there to shoot and kill, when 
occasion demands il, ft is better to do a 
lasting service by bringing down a General, 
if possible, than a temporary one by knock- 
ing over an unimportant, though obtrusive 
private!. 
1 do not think the rillemeu ever 


succeeded, for the distance is altogether too 
great, excepting for tho most practiced and 
expert marksmen; but the intention is no 
less commendable, and the occasional effort 
helps to sustain a judicious spirit of emula- 
tion. 


Perceiving an unusually large group up- 


on a corner of the rebel earthwork, oue 61 
our men prepares himself for a lou_' shot. 
After adjusting his piece, with the sight ele- 
vated to the full 1,000 yards, ho is about to 
(ire, 
when a companion, who is spying thru1 


aglass, says ; " H o l d u p ; women up among 
them I" 
The rifleman lays down his piece 


with a sigh—he had been sure of scattering 
them that time. 
It always happens tliiit 


the shot which is interrupted—nipped in 
the barrel, as it were—is just the one which 
would1 have done more damage than any 
other shot on record, had it only got fairly 
off. 
The rifleman will have some kind of 


sport for compensation. He retreats with- 
in the corn-field, cuts a tall stalk, trims it, 
and, returning, perches his cap upon the 
end, 
and bobs it above his ramparts. 
It 


instantly becomes a mark for rebel ven- 
geance. 
After a saore or two of shots have 


been discharged strait at it, he slowly push- 
es it aloft eight feet or so, disclosing the 
full extent of the corn-stalk, while his com- 
panions jump erect and sing derisive cho- 
ruses in a loud voice. 


Thus the pickets strive to alleviate the 


weary rigors of their duty. 
I hope no one 


would blame them. 
What they do is al- 


ways squarely within the 
limit of their 


instructions. I have looked at a good deal 
of picket service, and I never knew a case 
where, iu the daily interchange of shot, our 
men were the figgressors. 
They will wait 


long before they resent the.ittack upon them 
but when they do reply, it is not often with- 
out effect. 
If they cau keep up theirspirits 


in the midst of it all, so much the better for 
them. 
I have only written the plcasanter 


phases of their 
life. 
There is enough 


that is painful and harassing. 
When the 


night comes on with its blinding mistand 
blackness ; when the silence is broken by. 
tlie cracking and rustling, which warn 'of 
approachiug danger, when the hours must 
crawl by without the utterance of a word or 
whisper, least the eager enemy shall learn 
the secret of their position ; when ague- 
breeding storms pour down and the pits, 
are turned to pools—then the woes of pick- 
et-work are really felt. 


An hoar of such exposure and anxiety is 


worse than a whole day of ordinary service. 
I have seen picket-rruards coming in of a 
morning so languid and exhausted that 
they seemed to be but half recovered from 
a desperate illness. The stem disciplina- 
rians who dare to growl at the 
merciful 


lenience which releases private Scott of 
Vermont from the terrible penalty of his 


single error, must know very little of the 
midnight duties of the pickets.' I believe 
that the worst punishment a man in bcoti's 
position could sustain, would be the self- 
conviction that he had failed in his trust. 
The infamy of cucli an execution would 
not belong to the sufferer alone. 
The orig- 


inal establishment (>f the extreme penalty 
for sleeping on a post was iu nations, and 
in times very different from ours. It was 
needed, because of the low moral standard 
of the soldier, whose idea of duty was the 
performance of functions rigorously en- 
forced and nothing more. 
The fact that 


our army is an army of volunteers is prop 
eraly considered sulficient to prove the en- 
ormity of inflicting a death-sentence for an 
accidental error. 
The popular impression 


that the drowsiness of a single man may 
bringj annihilation to an entire army |is a 
foolish delusion. It would be u strangely 
organized army whose existence rested up- 
on such a chance. 
Private Scott's faulut 


was great, and perhaps his restoration to 
liberty, wholly unpunished, was uotthe most 
judicious means cf dealing with the case. 
Adequate penalties no one would blink at; 
but it is hard if we must bo bound to a mil- 
itary code so wholly unsuited to our time 
and condition.

There is not one man in a hundred in 


ill the free states at this time but what is 
'ally satisfied that this civil war upon which 
we have entered, must be prosecuted till one 
or the other of the parties is conquered ; 
.ill law and order on the one hand triumph 
n every state in the Union, or on the other 
land, till the government is overturned, the 
constitution destroyed, and anarchy is su- 
>reme. 
At the beginning of our troubles 


there was a large and respectable class of 
men who were, perhaps, honest and earnest 
n their belief that a peaceable settlement 
of national differences might be 
effected 


that ought to be satisfactory to boih sec- 
tions ol the country. 
But when they dis 


covered that every overture in this direction 
was rejected with scorn by those who really 
contemplated a dissolution of tbe Union : 
that whenever they seemed to listen to such 
aropositions they did not abate one tittle of 
their hostile preparations, this class be- 
came silent and convinced of their error. 
There was another class who believed in 
peaceable separation. 
They had a just hor- 


ror of civil war, aud thought that the states 
that were not satisfied wilh the Union and 
the constitution as it is, should be allowed 
peaceably to form themselves into a sepa- 
rate confederacy or confederacies as they 
might choose, aud still let the northern and 
middle states remain. 
But when this class 


were forced to understand that the malcon- 
tents would not have even peaceable sepa- 
ration, and that although all llioy wanted 
was " to be let alone/' they by no means 
meant to let us alone, they also began to 
be convinced of their error. 


Slill later iherehas been an attempUobuild 


up a peace party, which has proved utterly 
abortive, and we have been forced back 
again to the inevitable conclusion, that if 
we want a peace, we jmtsl conquer unn. The 
national disorder has become like a, hollow 
and ulcerated tooth. 
We may try poultices 


and palliatives, we may resort to camphor 
or creosote and cotton, but the aching void 
still remains, and nothing can effectually 
cure it but the forceps or turnkeys.

is with this rebellion. 
No mild means can

If then, we must fight it out; if the war

why should we.^ijt.se'ize' upon them at once, 
and use them witlj-Ji.il onr might?

The President and Gen. 
Fremont. 


We do not propose to discuss the proprie- 


ty of the recent order of the president 
modifying Fremont1.! proclamation, in any 
factious spirit. It is a matter of so much 
regret and sorrow to us that our president 
should be found turning back the work of 
freedom which had so fairly begun, that all 
passion aud resentment has left us. We 
are now without hope that the blighting 
scourge of slavery will be touched by this 
war. 
The bright vision of a free republic, 


cleared of all the blots and stains of the 
past, which has cheered us during the tur- 
moil and woe which the civil war has bro't 
upon our land, is ended in disappointment. 
President Lincoln, by his order to Gen. Fre- 
mont, shows what his policy is to be ; and 
that policy strikes dowr. the only power bo- 
longing to the nation which can abolish 
slavery. Congress cannot do it, neither 
can the president, and both combined would 
be powerless, as has been, often admitted 
by ali political parties. It is the war pow- 
er that must make the slave free, if it 
done at all. 
Our major generals, in their 


several departments, can proclaim MARTIAL 
i.iW, and under it ei-ety civil law is instant- 
ly abrogated. 
The slate is clean to begin 


anew, and the general can write upon it 
whatever be believes the necessities of the 
hour demand, without reference to any law 
of congress. Gen. Fremont wrote this:— 
the slaves of all persons in the state ol 
Missouri who shall take up arms against 
the United States, or who shall be directly 
proven tj have taken part wilh their ene 
mies in the field, are hereby declared free 
men.

masters who require or permit them to take 
ap arms against the United States, or to bi 
employed in any military work whateve 
against the United States, shall be fre< 
from all claim of service to such masters 


The difference is great. Under the p:es 


idenVs ruling, which ia according to a 
of congress, passed at the extra session 
not a slave has yet been made free, an 
few or none ever will be.

Briggs lias died of tlac gunshot

He was born in Andover, Berkshire Co., 


Massachusetts, on the 12th of April, 17UG. 
He-commenced life as a hatter's apprentice, 
but his indomitable energy led him to aban- 
don his trade for the purpose of acquiring 
a liberal education. 


He spent a single year in an academy ; 


fitted himself for the prosecution of legal 
studies by the reading of borrowed class 
books sit the light o[ a log fire after his la- 
bors in the short winter days ; entered :in 
office as errand boy, but made such pro- 
gress that in 1818, in his twenty-second 
year, lie was admitted to the bar. 


In 1831 ho was elected a representative 


in congress from Massachusetts, and officiat- 
ed as such till 1843, being chairman of the 
postoflice committee during the twenty- 
seventh congress. 
In IS'13 lie was elected 


governor of Massachusetts—and since his 
demission of that office has been one of tho 
most successful, energetic aud respected 
lawyers in New England. 


Although for ten years past somewhat 


retired from the busier arena of public life, 
be is a loss to .Massachusetts of one of her 
strongest and most important citizens, lie 
dies aged sixty-five years and five months.

from all claim of service to such masters. 


The difference is great. Under the p:es- 


ideut's ruling, which is according to a law 
of congress, passed at the extra session, 
not a slave has yet been made free, and 
few or none ever will be. Under Fremont's 
proclamation the work had commenced aud 
was going on rapidly, striking terror into 
the hearts of slaveholders who were in 
arms against the United States, and had 


hamper itself with the restrictions uf a con- 
stitution aud laws that they do not recognize? 
Thev have forfeited every right and privi- 
lege we were once bound to guaranty to 
them. They have wantonly torn away the 
saieguards that the constitution placed 
around them. 
For every act of moderation 


and forbearance we have extended them, 
they have repaid us with deeds of violence 
and savage barbarity. 
Why should v.-i- 


persist iu casting our pearl before swine? 
Let us treat them as they deserve. Let us 
administer an antidote equal to their poi- 
son, and since they have not scrupled from 
the beginning to confiscate am! appropriate 
any an 1 all property they could lay their 
hands upon, it seems absurd that we should 
spare that which they consider the most 
valuable, and that which they can make the 
most effective against us. 
We are undo 


no more obligations to protect their slave 
property than any other, for the one wilh 
them is on a par with the other, and it ap- 
pears to us just as consistent to return the 
munitions of war we may take from them
